TOKYO, Dec. 24 (Official 
radio recorded by AP)—Jap- 
anese reports said today that 
Wake Island was occupied com- 
pletely at 1 a. m. yesterday (10 
a.m., St. Louis time, Monday) 
in a night assault by Japanese 
naval forees defying blazing 
American defense guns, raging 


seas and a violent gale. 
(The Navy Department in Wash- 


ington, announcing the probable 
loss of Waké Island, said the Jap- 
anese lost two destroyers in the 
final attack. A Domei broadcast 
from Tokyo to the same effect was 
reported by Reuters news agency.) 

In the Philippines, Tokyo re 
ports acknowledged, the Japanese 
were locked in a fierce struggle 
but they declared successes at all 
pints “and absolute supremacy 
of sea, air and land” indicated the 
Philippines’ “inevitable” capture. 

A Japanese naval communique 
said 20 American planes were de- 
stroyed by Japanese aircraft in 
attacks on the islands Sunday and 
Monday. 

Three of the planes, said to be 
of “large type,” were shot down 
in air combats and the rest were 
destroyed on the ground, the com- 
munique declared.

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| TOKYO CLAIMS CAPTURE OF WAKE 


U. g. Defenses 


In Hawaii Isle 
Again Intact 


Ouick Replacements 
Made; Report on 
Raid Losses.

HONOLULU, Dec. 23—(Delayed) 
—It can be revealed now—and with 
a deep breath of relief on the 
part of at least one correspondent 


—that the defenses of Hawaii are |, 


once more intact and adequate. 
Reinforcements in men and ma- 


terial have arrived in the islands, 
the damage to Army installations 


has been repaired, and the planes 


damaged and destroyed in the Dec. 
7. attack have been rebuilt or re- 
placed by new ones. The air force 
today is reported to be as strong 
as it was before the Sunday morn- 
ing of the Japanese assault. 

Honolulu probably will take this 
news with no show of surprise nor 
great concern, because optimism 
apparently had been rampant since 
the cleanup began the day after 
the battle. But there are a few 
people who will find it a pleasant 
subject for meditation as they sit 
in the darkness of hot hotel build- 
ings and strain their ears to catch 
the Christmas carols coming over 
someone’s portable radio in a base- 
ment down the street. 

Correspondents View Damage. 

The Army opened the gates of 
military establishments all over 
the island of Oahu today and 
turned newspaper correspondents 
loose to see for themselves what 
havoc had been wrought by 
Japan’s sudden return of Amer- 
ican scrap iron in the form of 
bombs. This bit of frankness ef- 
fectively finished the rumors: 

1. That the Army and Ajir 
Force had been completely de- 
stroyed. 

2. That more hundreds of sol- 
diers had been killed in bed than 
was Officially announced. 

3. That no United States planes 
got off the ground after the first 
wave of attack. 

4. That carelessness had been 
shown in the grouping of planes 
at either Hickam or Wheeler Field. 

5. That the destruction had 
been great enough to make the 
peril of the islands, now definitely 
alert and constantly remembering 
that it is possible to get stabbed 
in the back, even greater than it 
was in the day when no one sus- 
pected the Japanese would even 
come as far east as the interna- 
tional date line. 

Trace Bomber Route. 

Our inspection tour first followed 
the route of the visiting bombers 
across Hickam Field, along a line 
of hangars still cluttered with fire- 
twisted girders and half-melted de- 
bris of expensive planes. It was in- 
teresting to note that the invaders 
knew what they were doing and 
did not waste ammunition.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP).— 
Watching for a Nazi coup. that 
would put French bases and the 
French fleet under control of 
Hitler, President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill devoted 
their Christmas eve today to work 
on a long-range plan for Axis 
downfall, 

Naval matters have been fig- 
uring prominently in the British- 
American consultations, and any 
change in the status of the French 
fleet would presént a grave com- 
plication for the Allied plans for 
the future war at sea. 

Both the United States and 
Great Britain have shown great 
concern over the Vichy Govern- 
ment’s ultimate disposition of the 
French fleet ever since France fell. 


More Conferences Held. 

The British naval, military and 
air force experts held conferences 
today, then met with their Ameri- 
can counterparts before joining in 
a general United States-British 
war council. 

Sir Gerald Campbell, director 
general of the British information 
service here, said the British- 
American experts were engaged in 
working out a “broad outline” of 
the war strategy, The outline, he 
added, will be submitted to the 
full war council. It concerns 
“strategical and operational plan- 
ning in all theaters of war.” 

Campbell also said the Churchill 
and Roosevelt broadcasts were 
“outwardly and audibly a measure 
of world-wide friendship,” add- 
ing: 

“While there are growing rum- 
ors of dissension in the enemy 
high command, the fighters for 
freedom are reaching here ‘in 
Washington an even closer unity 
of purpose.”

Roosevelt, in Christmas Greeting,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt, as Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the armed forces, 
sent a personal Christmas message 
to them today, voicing ‘his confi- 
dence “that during the year which 
lies before us you will triumph on 
all fronts against the forces of evil 
which are arrayed against us.” 

The text of the message: 

“To the Army and Navy: 

“In the crisis which confronts 
the nation, our people have full 
faith in the steadfastness and the 
high devotion to duty demonstrat- 
ed by the men in all ranks of our 
Army and Navy. You are setting 
an inspiring example for all the 
people, as you have done so often 
in the past. In sending my per- 
sonal Christmas greeting to you, I 
feel that I should a special 
measure of gratitude to the ad- 
miration and affection which I 
have always felt, and have ex- 
pressed in other years. I am con- 


fident that during the year which 


lies before us you will triumph on 
all fronts against the forces of evil 
which are arrayed against us.” 

To the Navy, Secretary Knox 
sent a holiday greeting which said 
“wherever our duties may take 
us, we are united—united in con- 
fidence in each other—united in 
devotion to our country’s cause.” 

Faith in the future and confi- 
dence in the courage and devotion 
of American troops were expressed 
yesterday by Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall, Army Chief of Staff, in his 
Christmas greeting to the armed 
forces. 

“This year,” he said, “my Christ- 
mas greetings to the armed forces 


of the United States are dispatched 


with a deep appreciation of the 
splendid manner in which all are 
meeting the grave responsibilities 
of the present crisis.

Key to Whole War Is U.S.- 
British Resolution, He

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—Prime 
Minister Churchill of Great Brit- 
ain asserted at an unprecedented 
White House press conference late 
yesterday that the Allies must de- 
liver an external knockout to Hit- 
ler and not bank on internal col- 
lapse of Germany. | 

The key to the whole conflict, 
he said, is the resolute manner in 


which the American and British 
democracies are throwing them- 
selves into this war. It would be 
imprudent, he cautioned, to in- 
dulge in facile optimism. He had 
not the slightest doubt of Allied 
victory. 

Churchill proved himself the 
equal, if not the superior of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at handling oral 
questions at a session attended by 
more than 200 reporters. He was 
complete master of the situation. 
His quick-witted replies were as 
apt as the President’s; he lived up 
to his reputation as a phrase-mak- 
er, and he answered or avoided 
embarrassing questions with in- 
comparable ease. He seemed thor- 
oughly to enjoy the 15-minute in- 
terchange between himself and 
correspondents, while Roosevelt 
watched the proceedings with 
pleasure and approval. 

In by Roosevelt. 

The President talked for five 
minutes before introducing his 
guést. In sketching the prelim- 
inary work of the American-Brit- 
ish conferences Roosevelt said 
other nations, notably Russia, 
China, The Netherlands and the 
British Dominions would be kept 
informed. He described the Latin- 
American republics which have not 
formally declared war on Axis as 
active non-belligerents, The whole 
progress of the conferences, the 
President said, is very eatisfac- 
tory. 

Churchill wore a semi-formal 
braided jacket, subdued stripe 
trousers, black shoes, a soft white 
shirt and a polka-dot blue bow tie. 
In his right lapel were the colors 
of a military decoration.

Mrs. Roosevelt said that when 
talking to Churchill she had sym- 
pathized with him that it must 
be hard to be so far away from 
home on Christmas. She related 
that Churchill ‘replied: 

“Holidays and work days are 
just the same. Until this war is 
over, there is nothing else but 
work that can,be in our minds.” 


30 FROM SUNKEN 
SHIP REACH HAWAII; 
NINE DAYS ON BOAT 


HONOLULU, Dec. 24 ‘(AP):— 
Thirty exhausted survivors of the 
freighter Lahaina, sunk by a Jap- 
anese submarine in the Pacific 
Dec. 11, reached a Hawaiian beach 
in a 20-foot lifeboat after nine and 
one-half days at sea, it became 
known today. 

When they approached the shore 
at Spreackelsville, Maui Island, at 
dawn last Monday they were mis- 
taken for an enemy landing party 
until they made their identity 
known. 

Two of the crew died aboard 
the crowded lifeboat from exposure 
and exhaustion, and two others 
leaped overboard. One seaman 
died a few hours after the boat 
reached land. . 

The 5646-ton Matson freighter 
was 800 miles out of Ahukini, 
Kauai Island, when it was shelled 
and left afire and sinking. 

Capt. Hanso Matthiesen said the 
submarine, described as about 200 
feet long, fired from 2000 yards 
and then again from 300 yards. He 
estimated 12 of 25 shots fired 
struck the Lahaina.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 24 (AP). 
—The Navy announced today that 
the McCormick Lines freighter Ab- 


saroka had been attacked by a sub- 
marine off the southern California 
shore and abandoned in a sinking 
condition. 

A Navy spokesman said the first 
report of the torpedoing was re- 
ceived at 10:15 a. m., but he did 
not know when it occurred. 

There were no further details. 

Onlookers on shore watched as a 
crew of about 35 took to lifeboats. 
Shore observers reported that the 
enemy submarine remained on the 
surface and appeared to have been 
crippled. 

Capt. Olaf Eckstrom and his 
crew of 40 men from the Union Oil 
tanker Montebello arrived here to- 
day after their ship was torpedoed 
by a submarine yesterday off the 
coast of California. Another tanker, 
the Larry Doheny, owned by the 
Richfield Oil Co.,. fled to a cove 
and escaped yesterday after being 
fired on. 

Capt. Eckstrom, a Norwegian, 
praised his crew who suffered 
from shock and exposure. The 
skipper, who had taken command 
of the Montebello only a few hours 
before it put out to sea, said the 
torpedo struck the'only compart- 
ment of the tanker not loaded 
with gasoline. If any other had 
been hit, the ship would have 
been destroyed almost instantly, 
he said.

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 24 (Offi- 
cial Broadcast Recorded by AP).— 
Pope Pius XII, in his annual 
Christmas eve message to the 
world, laid down a five-point plan 
for future world peace, predicated 
on “an adequate and progressive” 
limitation of armaments. 

"The Pope, broadcasting over the 
Vatican radio, said that in the 
world of the future there must be 
no place for: 

1. Any kind of aggression. 

2. Oppression of minorities. 

3. Designing nations seeking a 
monopoly on economic wealth. 

4. Total war or armaments 
races. 

5. Persecution directed against 
religious sects or churches because 
faith “is one of the rights of man- 
kind.” . 

“There must be a progressive 
limitation of armaments,” he said. 
“True respect for treaties must be 
observed.” 


Equal Rights for All. 


The principles of freedom and 
equality of rights for all people 
must underlie that new day, he 
» continued. 

“Great responsibilities for the 
future of mankind rest on states- 
men of the world. We need men 
of courage, vision and conscience 
to reconstruct the world.” 

“Now,” he said, “there is an un- 
bridled impulse toward expansion, 
the idea that force creates right.” 

“In some countries,” he added, 


state is spreading its tentacles.

The all clear was sounded in 
Manila after 15 minutes. Consider- 
able damage apparently was done 
to buildings along the waterfront. 
Shortly after 1 p. m. the second 
alarm sounded. Eleven Japanese 
planes flew in from the south half 
an hour later and the all clear was 
sounded at 1:48 p. m. 

The third‘ raid alarm sounded 
shortly after 3 p. m. No enemy 
planes appeared over the city and 
the all clear came half an hour 


later. 

Three Raiders Downed. 
Emilio Quinton, an Associated 
Press office boy, describing the 
fourth attack, said: 

“Many Japanese planes flew over. 
They were high up. About 15 
American planes were in the air 
and two of them started a dog 
fight. The two Americans, roaring 
very loudly, went up under some 
of the Japanese. They curved 
and twisted quickly. Three Japa- 
nese bombing planes came tum- 
bling down to the ground. When 
the Japanese planes hit, the fire 
started.”

This was being done, he said, “by 


showing our vanquishers of yester- 
day how much you seem to us to 
be worthy of esteem.” 


Of the world situation, Petain 


said: 


“The war has not finished. On 


the contrary it has taken a con- 
siderable extension, ravaging new 
continents and every day bereaving 
thousands of families. Night grows 
darker over the world. And the 
much desired peace is farther off 
than ever.” 


BRITISH SKEPTICAL 


OF MOVE ON SPAIN 


LONDON, Dec. 24 (AP).—A For- 


eign Office commentator labeled 
rumors of an impending German 
invasion of Spain a Nazi ruse to- 
day and said there was nothing to 
confirm either such a move or a 
report that Marshal Henri Phil- 
lippe Petain had resigned as 
French Chief of State. 


His statement came amid specu- 


lation over Germany’s next under- 
taking, spurred by Hitler’s assump- 
tion of command of Nazi armies 
and a Reuters report that Petain 
had yielded his leadership to Ad- 
miral Jean Darlan, Vice-Premier, 
under intensified German pressure, 
presumably to get a French North 
African base or for other collab- 
oration concessions. 


The Reuters report, which came 


from “somewhere in Europe,” was 
denied by a Vichy news agency, 
which quoted authoritative sources 
as calling it ridiculous. 


The report spread as Spain and 


Turkey, at opposite ends of the 
Mediterranean, were figuring in 
speculation over Germany’s next 
move, 


“German Nerve Wars.” 
The commentator said it seemed 


evident that the Germans them- 
selves were spreading rumors of a 
Nazi campaign in the Iberian 
Peninsula “probably with a \ view 


to producing another of those Ger- 
man nerve wars with which we 
have become so familiar.” 

He asserted that “there is no 
confirmation whatever of these re- 
ports” and said that any similar 
crop of rumors about an immediate 
Nazi thrust against Turkey should 
be treated with similar reserve. 

He put the report of Petain’s re- 
placement by Darlan in the same 
category. 

Adyices in Bern, . Switzerland, 
yesterday said German troops were 
moving through occupied France 
to join previously collected Nazi 
contingents on the Spanish bor- 
der, Considerable military equip- 
ment was reported to have been 
piling up there over a period of 
months. 

Subsequently, Istanbul reports 
said Germans there had been ad- 
vised by their embassy to be 
ready to close their businesses 
“for a short time” in January. The 
British took that to be part of 
a German campaign to’ keep the 
Turks—and others—uneasy. 

Petain-Goering Meeting. 

Behind rumors concerning Pe- 
tain lay an agreement generally 
believed here to have been forced 
from him by Reichsmarshal Her- 
mann Wilhelm Goering at St. 
Florentin Dec. 1. At that time 
Petain allegedly promised the Ger- 
mans all the bases they wanted 
in French Africa provided these 
could be reafthed without using 
interned remnants of the French 
fleet. Since then Petain has been 
pictured as stalling the Nazis with 
all sorts of excuses for failing 
to make good on the agreement 
because public opinion in French 
Africa was not ready for the step 
and because he wanted to judge 
the outcome of the British Lib- 
yan offensive.

NO-STRIKE PACT SIDESTEPS 


DISPUTE OVER CLOSED SHOP! 


Agreement for War Labor Board and Peaceful 
Settlement of All Issues Viewed, 
Therefore, as Union Victory.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24. — The 
closed shop issue is not touched in 
the “agreement” which President 
Roosevelt yesterday, in glowing 
termis, declared had been reached 
by the industry-labor conference 
created by him last week to work 
out an over-all formula for indus- 
trial peace during the war emer- 
gency. 

It does not minimize the impor- 
tance of the compact, which binds 
labor and management to a no- 
strike, no-lockout policy, to say 
that the agreement between the 12 
representatives of industry and the 
12 labor union leaders who sat in 
the President’s conference is not 
complete. The two sides remained 
deadlocked to the end, 12 to 12, 
over the crucial issue of the 
closed shop. The outcome there- 
fore, while gratifying to a degree, 
does not represent the unanimous 
accord for which the President had 
hoped and which he said should be 
reached in one or two days. 

The “thrilling” result for which 
he pleaded at the opening of the 
conference was not achieved, 


Three-Point Agreement. 


What happened was that the 
President, obviously despairing of 
a settlement of the closed shop is- 
sue, simply passed over that issue 
and accepted the three “general 
points of agreement” at which the 
conference had arrived. These 
points, as set out in his letter con- 
gratulating the conference and in- 
ferentially bringing it to an imme- 
diate end, are as follows: 
| “1. There shall be no strikes or 
- Jockouts., ; 

“2. All disputes shall be set- 
tled by peaceful means. 

“3. The President shall set up 
a proper war labor board to han- 
dle these disputes.” 

This formula’ had been offered as 
the basis of an agreement by one 
of the “moderators” of the confer- 
ence, Senator Thomas (Dem.) of 

Utah, and had been accepted by the 
six CIO and six AFL men forming 
the labor membership. 

Embraces Closed Shop Dispute. 

The formula, it will be noticed, 
embraces “all disputes”, and this 
means disputes over the extension 
of the closed shop as well as over 
wages, working conditions, etc. 
Here was the rub. The 12 industry 
representatives demanded a reser- 
vation excluding the closed shop as 
an arbitrable issue: a reservation, 

in other words, “freezing” open and 

closed shop conditions as they now 
are, except as they might be 
changed by direct negotiations be- 
tween an employer and his em- 
ployes. 

To this demand the 12 labor men 
replied with a unanimous “no,” and 
thus the issue stood, after parleys 
of nearly a week, till the President 

took matters into his own hands 
and proclaimed a “general” agree- 
‘ment. 

_ In opposing arbitration of the 
closed shop issue, the industrialists 
‘relied heavily on the President’s 
statement in the recent “captive” 
mine dispute that the Government 
| never would forced the closed shop 
on an employer. The labor union 
representatives repiled that in the 
same speech the President sug- 
gested arbitration of the closed 
shop issue. 

Tt was not put into words in any 
public statement, but the industri- 
alists had disturbingly in mind the 
result of that arbitration. The min- 
ers’ union, it will be recalled, lost 
the case before the National De- 
fense Mediation Board and then 
won it at the hands of an arbitra- 
tion board named by the President. 
The industrialists were trying to 
guard against similar union victor- 
ies through arbitration. 

Victory for Unions. 

In these circumstances, Mod- 
erator William H. Davis and his 
associate, Senator Thomas, took 


their dilemma to the President |, 


and got his decision, Since this 
contains no mention of the em- 
ployers’ proposed reservation, the 
victory is clearly with the unions 
in their demand for the right to 


seek the closed shop in proceed- 


ings before the War Labor Board 
which the President is to set 
up. 
The President stressed the “gen- 
eral” character of the agreement. 
“Governments,” he said, “must act 
in general. The three points agreed 
on cover of necessity all disputes 
that may arise between labor and 
management. 

“The particular disputes must 
be left to the consideration of 
those who can study the partic- 
ular differences and who are 
thereby prepared by knowledge 
to pass judgment in the particular 
case.” 

This says in effect that the new 
War Labor Board, which the 
President undertakes to name “at 
once,” will deal with each closed 
shop on its individual merits — 
which is the procedure used by 
the National Defense Mediation 
Board today. 

Unqualified Peace Pledge. 


While there is thus no removal 
of the closed shop from the field 
of controversy, there is clear gain 
for industrial peace inthe un- 
qualified pledge of the labor and 
industrial leaders that “all dis- 
putes shall be settled by peace- 
ful means,” without resort to 
strikes or lockouts. 

When the President’s letter was 
laid before the conference yester- 
day afternoon, all hands accepted 
his decision as final and the meet- 
ing broke up. 

In announcing the result, Davis 
was at some difficulty in explain- 
ing a “unanimous agreement” in 
the face of an unbroken dead- 
lock on the closed shop issue. The 
industrial group, he said, had told 
the conference the preceding day, 
before he went to the President 
with the conflicting proposals, 
that they would accept whatever 
orders the President might give. 
Davis emphasized that only one 
point remained in dispute between 
the union men and the industrial- 
ists; that the “area of agreement” 
was far greater than that of dis- 
agreement. 

In a short speech for a news 
reel, William Green, president of 
the AFL, told of the absolute bar 
which had been placed on strikes, 
“for any cause whatsoever,” and 
expressed pleasure at “the glorious 
outcome of a most important 
meeting.” 

Management Statement. 


The 12 men representing em- 
ployers issued a statement saying 
they accepted “the ‘President’s di- 
rection for a peaceful settlement 
of disputes and the establishment 
of a war labor board” but strongly 
urged that the board “should not 
accept for arbitration or considera- 
tion the issue of the closed shop, 
requiring that a person become or 
remain a member of a labor or- 
ganization if he is to get or hold 
a job.” 

“We recommend,” the employers’ 
representatives added, “that for 


+ the duration of the war, employers 


shall not attempt to change the 
terms, in present contracts, which 
provide for the closed shop. Where 
a closed. shop contract does not 
now exist, it may under the law 
be arrived at by voluntary nego- 
tiation. We indorse without reser- 
vation the right of labor to or- 
ganize and bargain collectively. 

“But it would be a serious mis- 
take to abandon the principle that 
the right to work should not be 
infringed by Government through 
requirement of membership in any 
organization, whether union or 
otherwise. 

“The closed shop is the most 
highly controversial and emotional 
question in industrial relations to- 
day. To accept it as an issue for 
Government arbitration would ~in- 
tensify agitation, increase labor 
disputes and divert the energy of 
both labor and management froni 
the vital job of production.”

Eastman Head of Agency 
Which Will Seek Most 
Efficient Use of Do- 


mestic Facilities, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP).— 


| To assure the most efficient use of 


domestic transportation facilities 
for successful prosecution of the 
war, President Roosevelt estab- 
lished yesterday an Office of De- 
fense Transportation. | 

He told a press conference he 
had asked the Interstate Com- 
merce Commision to grant a leave 
of absence to its chairman, Joseph 
B. Eastman, who will be director 
of the new agency. 


The new office will deal with 
rail, motor, inland waterway, pipe- 
line and air transport and with 
coastwise and inter-coastal ship- 
ping. 

The agency will determine how 
existing facilities may best be 
used in handling an incréased vol- 
ume of traffic due to the war ef- 
fort and will stimulate the provi- 
sion of any additional facilities 
and equipment which may be 
needed. | 

It is charged with preventing 
traffic congestion and assuring or- 
derly and prompt movement of 
men, materials and supplies to the 
points where they are needed. It 
must co-ordinate domestic traffic 
with ocean shipping to avoid con- 
gestion at ports and maintain a 
maximum flow of traffic. 

Another problem within its 
jurisdiciion is that of adequate 
storage and warehouse. space. 
Furthermore, if wil, represent the 
defense interest of the Government 
in negotiating rates with domestic 
carriers. 

Priority orders of the OPM will 
be taken into consideration by the 
new office in considering the rela- 
tive importance of deliveries of de- 
fense supplies.

Rate Increases, Tapping 
New Sources.

Both Doughton and Representa- 
tive Treadway (Rep.), Massachu- 
setts, another committee member, 
said scope of the measure could 
not be decided until the commit- 
tee passed on recommendations 
by Treasury and Congressional 
statisticians. 

Representatives Duncan (Dem.), 
Missouri, and Reed (Rep.), New 
York, members of the committee 
said the bill might take huge 
chunks out of individual and cor- 
poration incomes, without plac- 
ing much emphasis on new ex- 
cise levies. 

Treadway said he had heard 
of a plan to take by taxation all 
income above a fixed figure. 

Many committeemen avoided dis- 
cussion of a general sales tax or 
a plan to withhold for the Gov- 
ernment 15 per cent of all sal 
aries at the source. 

They also said it was premature 
to discuss. suggestions that the 
1942 tax bill be collected imme- 
diately on 1942 incomes. Federal 
taxes normally are collected in 
the year after which income is 
received. 

Reed said some people might 
have to draw heavily on their 
savings to nieet the new burden, 

Dr. Albert G. Hart, economics 
professor at Iowa State College, 
recommended that the committee 
study the possibility of raising 
taxes equal to 90 per cent of Fed- 
eral expenditures. On the basis 
of an annual outlay of $60,000,000- 
000, Hart would have $54,000,000- 
000 a year raised by taxation. 

The last bill, designed to raise 
$3,600,000.000, increases probable 
Federal income this year to about 
$13,000,000,000.

Pre-Army Training for 16-20 Age Group. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NDICATIONS are that the war will be 

a long, hard and total war and that 
to be successful we will need to employ 
every resource available to us and use 
it effectively and economically. To do so 
we must proceed with judgment and we 
must train for skill. 

To acquire military skill takes time, 
and timei s precious. Time can neither 
be purchased nor manufactured, so the 
only way to capitalize on time is tq make 
good use of it. To use time well and to 
lower the cost of military training, it is 
suggested that steps be taken in the near 
future to organize military training units 
for boys from 16 to 20. This might be done 
by high school districts and should in- 
clude all boys, whether the boys are en- 
rolled in school or not. : 

The training could and should be done 
by ex-soldiers of the First World War, 
who have first-hand knowledge, experi- 
ence and technical skill as a result of 
their active service, but who may now 
be physically unfit for active military 
duty. In order not to disrupt the boys’ 
normal school training or other pro- 
grams, the training work could be done 
on one or two evenings per week and 
on Saturday. 

This proposal, if put into practice, 
should result in producing a well-trained 
young army almost ready for service as 
soon as the boys mature and develop 
some judgment,as to how to take care 
of themselves.

‘CHRISTMAS EVE, 1941. 

We are come to the eve of our first war Christmas. 
Most of us, it is true, have acted as though it were 
to be our last peacetime celebration. We thronged 
into the stores, and we piled the gifte—the sleds and 
skates, the toys and picture books, the pipes and 
neckties, the house coats. and perfume bottles-— 
higher than ever under the still undecorated tree. 

We have hung the holly, and the mistletoe, and the 
blue juniper, We have set the red candles beside 
the golden-hearted poinsettia on mantel and table. 
We have polished the silver bowl for cream-foaming 
Tom and Jerry. We have stocked the kitchen with 
turkey and berries, with pudding and pie. We have 
littered the rugs with scraps of ribbon and tinsel and 
gay paper. We have made all the preparations for 
a good old-fashioned Christmas feast. 

For the space of a few hours at least, we have, 
more or less deliberately, sought to shut out of our 
homes and our minds the worries of a weary world. 
But in this we have not been very successful. Our 
last-minute shopping was made doubly difficult 
because of our first experience with priorities. In 
the green and red of the holly, we could not help see- 
ing the palm fronds of distant Pacific islands where, 
tomorrow, the Christmas incense will be the bitter 
smoke of burnt gunpowder. And then, many of those 
who have come to join our caroling are in uniform— 
home for a few days from ship and camp. 

Mothers, who have a way of slipping into the back- 
ground to drink in the Christmas joys they have pre- 
pared for others, perhaps late at night and over a 
hot stove, may find it hard to keep ‘back a silent tear, 
even when there is an understanding handclasp. The 
world is not full of Spartans, and bravery is a diffi- 
cult virtue when war comes to the feast. 

In such a year as this, we might—all of us, Chris- 
tian, infidel and Turk—find a moment for contem- 
plating the real significance of this great feast of 
the Western world. It is the day of Christ, the 
Savior, the Prince of Peace, the Man of Good Will. 

Who ever drew a better plan for “the bright new 
world, the glorious tomorrow,” than He who com- 
manded us to love our brothers? Is not that the 
kind of world we are determined to have? And, if it is 
going to a be-a-long, grim business fighting through 
to that day on which all men will behave like hu- 
man beings, was not Bethlehem merely a prelude to 
Gethsemane and Calvary, where the earlier victory 
was won? 

And so, as the brazen midnight bells ring out, as 
dulcet voices intone the old Christmas hymns by 
the light of flaming tapers, we may give more than 
ordinary heed to the familiar words: 

Oh, come.all ye faithful, 
Joyful and triumphant... 

The first Christmas eve on the wind-swept hills of 
Judea was, after all, a bitter cold night, full of 
poverty and hardship. Then, too, Herod’s treacher- 
ous soldiers were on the prowl. It became a feast— 
the great, shining star of the Western world—only 
because it was so full of promise and determination.

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CIVILIAN REGISTRATIONS FOR WAR DUTY. 

If the ratio of enrollments for civilian defense in 
St. Louis and the county should continue at the 
rate of the first day of recruiting, 56,000 persons will 
enroll from this area. Since 77,000 registrations are 
asked to fill out the civilian organization to full 
strength, a considerable increase is needed Friday 
and Saturday, the remaining two days of the enroll- 
ing period. 

Undoubtedly many persons who plan to enroll 
found it inconvenient, if not impossible, to register 
in the last days of the Christmas rush, with its 
heavy demands on time. This rush will be a thing 
of the past Friday and Saturday. Registrations on 
those days should make up the number desired and 
more. Every civilian has work to do in winning 
the war, and the sooner he finds his place the better. 
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A SAILOR ON BOMBPROOF AIR BASES. 

Enlisted men of the Navy very seldom write 
articles for the United States Naval Institute Pro- 
ceedings, whose contributors are mostly officers, 
scientists, historians and the like. But last April, 
the Proceedings contained a 1500-word article by 
Laurence Sanger Davis, a radioman first class of 
Patrol Squadron 24, then based at Pearl Harbor. It 
was entitled “Give Us Bombproof Air Bases,” and 
ended as follows: 


The title is not the usual cry for improvements 
and added defente of the war-scared civilian, but 
the earnest plea of a man-of-war’s man who asks 
nothing better than to “spin-in” in the service 
of his country, but who wants to be in the air 
fighting when he gets it and not sitting on the 
ground sucking his thumb because the enemy has 
penetrated the defense, bombed his airdrome and 
destroyed his plane. 


Radioman Davis admitted he was no engineer, 
but he advanced some plans for underground hangars 
and shelters. He admitted these would be very 
costly, but he cited lessons from abroad: “At air 
bases, especially those on outlying islands, the at- 
tacking air fleets have arrived before defense units 
can commence operations, and no matter how good 
they may be, there is certain to be a percentage of 
invaders who drop their bomb loads with effect.” 

If Patrol Squadron 24 was still based on Pearl 
Harbor Dec, 7, here’s a wager that Radioman Davis 
gave a good account of himself IF he wasn’t left 
“sucking his thumb because the enemy destroyed 
his plane” on the ground. And Radioman Davis 
had a lot more foresight than the Congressmen who 
voted against fortifying Guam and against the de- 
fense measures before Hitler broke loose. 

FEDERAL CONTROL OF INSULIN. 

One per cent of all Americans, it is estimated by 
medical authorities, suffer from diabetes. Before 
the isolation of insulin, by Dr. F. G. Banting and 
Dr. J. J. R. MacLeod of the University of Toronto 
in 1921, less than 20 per cent of the persons who 
had the disease in serious form lived more than 
10 years. From these percentages, it is possible to 
get an approximate idea of how many hundred thou- 
sands of persons in this country alone owe their 
lives to this wonder-working discovery. 

This is the reason for the speedy action Congress 
has taken to protect the purity and potency of in- 
sulin, now that the patent held by the University 
of Toronto has expired, and the institution’s careful 
supervision of manufacture by private concerns 
must come to an end. Yesterday, the “ay of the 
patent’s: expiration, and a week after introduction 
of the bill, President Roosevelt signed the act em- 
powering the Food and Drug Administration to take 
over control of insulin manufacture. This is assurf- 
ance that no variations, which may be fatal to users, 


will be permitted, as might have occurred if the 
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process had become public property for unregulated 
manufacture. 

The debt of diabetes sufferers now is a double one: 
First, to the scientists who provided the life-saving 
treatment, and, second, to the Government which 
acted promptly to protect ita quality. 
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THE NO-STRIKE AGREEMENT. : 

After a four-day meeting, called at the urgent 
request of the President, labor and management rep- 
resentatives have agreed to bar strikes and lockouts 
for the duration of the war, and to settle all disputes 
by peaceful means. They have asked the President to 
set up a war labor board to handle the disputes, 
Mr, Roosevelt has “accepted without reservation your 
covenants,” and has promised to proceed at once to 
set up a war labor board. 

The conference, however, did not settle the closed 
shop issue. The industrial representatives asked for 
a reservation excluding the closed shop ag an 
arbitrable issue; that is, they wanted to freeze open 
and closed shop conditions as they now stand, except 
as they might be changed by direct negotiations be- 
tween an employer and his employes. To this, the 
employe representatives refused to agree. 

Since American entrance into the war on Dec. 
7, the strike situation in defense industries has 
been practically non-existent. What had become a 
matter of growing concern to the country—work 
stoppages of all kinds—ceased the moment Japanese 
bombs dropped on Pearl Harbor. Like all other 
citizens and groups, organized labor rallied to the 
colors and tackled the vast job of uninterrupted 
production necessary to victory. 

Now this spontaneous action has been solemnly 
ratified by the meeting at Washington, Pledges 
both of employers and labor have been given with the 
utmost gravity—pledges of industrial peace and of 
the settlement of disputes by peaceful means. The 
country, like the President, will no doubt accept 
these pledges on their face. It will no doubt place 
its faith in the patriotism of employers and em- 
ployes. As for the closed shop issue, labor will be 
held to strict accountability if it attempts unfairly 
to use the war as a means for extending its or- 
ganizational gains, as distinguished from questions 
of wages and working conditions. 

‘The establishment of a war labor board is no 
easy task. It must be so constituted as to have the 
full confidence of those who come before it for its de- 
cisions, as well as of the people as a whole. It must 
be fair and it must be strong. If it has these quali- 
ties, its decisions will enforce themselves. 

Production of guns, pifnes, tanks and the million 
other things needed for our armed forces has become 
a matter of life or death—life or death for our 
soldiers and sailors, and life or death for the nation. 
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THE CHRISTMAS CAROLERS. 


It came upon the midnight clear.

The carolers are an old and charming custom in 
St. Louis, no less a part of the season here than 
the holly wreaths and the gay, fragrant, tinseled 
Christmas trees. It is always a delight to hear them 
sing the sweet old carols by which, generation after 
generation and even century after century, the West- 
ern world has expressed its joy at being privileged 
to hear “the glad tidings.” 

It will be a pleasure to hear them again this 
Christmas eve and to drop in the carolers’ box the 
coins which, in the true spirit of Christmas, are used 
for charity. God rest you merry, gentlemen and 
gentlewomen who “proclaim the holy birth, and 
praises sing to God the King, and peace to men on 
earth.”

CANADIAN-AMERICAN TEAMWORK. 

As long ago as last April, the United States and 
the Dominion of Canada recognized that the war had 
confronted them with a joint problem and a joint 
task. The international committee, appointed as a 
result of that recognition, yesterday recommended 
a lifting of all tariffs and other barriers standing 
in the way of real, all-out collaboration for victory. 

President Roosevelt has given his full approval to 
this proposal, already indorsed by the Canadian War 
Cabinet. And, no doubt, every American will do 
likewise, Our present national objective is not the 
protection of any particular industrial or commercial 
advantage we may hold. It is the quickest possible 
production of ail the weapons necessary for the 
triumph over Hitlerism. It makes no difference when; 
or where or by whom these weapons are produced, 
if only they can be brought into play at the earliest 
possible moment. 

To keep Canadian labor idle for lack of American 
materials, or vice versa, would be the height of folly. 
Restrictions, which may have their justifications 
ordinary times, should be suspended for the duration. 
The present need is teamwork. 
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No doubt the next census of migratory workers 
will take in a lot of Government employs, . 
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HARVARD BEATS YALE—AT CHESS. 

Harvard’s chess players can trap a Yale queen 
behind her own pawn with a bishop and a rook with 
all the skill of the old masters. They chase their 
knights across the squares with a calculated abandon 
that would be the envy of any quarterback—could the 
poor fellow but appreciate this brilliant broken-field 
work. So, in New York the other night, Harvard 
beat Yale, 2% to 1%, to win the Belden-Stephens 
trophy. And the Crimson did it without the benefit 
of a single cheer, or, anyway, without a bowlful of 
spectators, 

But no matter in how desperate a plight he may 


have found himself, no chess player’s self-reliance 


ever dipped so low as to let him cast a pleading 
glance over his shoulder for a word of encourage- 
ment. Even in defeat, chess is its own reward, and 
its players are the real, everlastingly rugged in- 
dividualists. For football players, with their brow- 
mopping retinue of attendants and their spirit- 
propping cheer leaders, they have the contempt of 
the truly superior snob. 
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All-out war requires some great sacrifices. There

It was Sunday morning, and, as we passed 
through the welcome entrance, the soft 
notes of a beautiful Christmas carol fell 
upon our ears. “O Little Town of Bethle- 
hem” was sending its sweet pipe-organ ap- 
peal through a radio hidden behind a bank 
of palms and ferns. 

We were in a cathedral of flowers of in- 
describable charm. The walls are masses 
of ficus trees, a species of the rubber plant, 
with foliage of deepest green. In the back- 
ground is a little rustic cottage in a Christ- 
mas setting with a great bow of rich, red 
ribbon on the door and two tiny rustic lan- 
terns blinking their lights of red through 
as many little rustic windows. 
and entrance are covered:-with snow. A lit- 
tle waterfall bubbles through the rocks to 
a pretty brook, which is crossed by a lovely 
rustic bridge. 

In the foreground are masses of rich, red, 

brant poinsettias, vivid in their flashing 
~hristmas colors against the snow-covered 
garden, - 

Fragrance, beauty, the loveliness of na- 
ture, the presence of God—all of thesé and 
more sublime thought filled one with emo- 
tion as he looked up and felt the soul-ap- 
peal. of that “Christmas card.” . 

I can’t describe it. I asked for the per-

son in charge and was happy to meet Henry 
Ochs, city floriculturist of St. Louis. He 
helped me in these thoughts. He laughed 
when. I asked him why they let a half-dozen 
or more English sparrows fly about among 
the flowers and flutter happily in the snow. 
He said that was necessary to complete the 
living “Christmas card,” and then we all 
laughed when he told me of the snow. He 
filled my hand with it and it was warm 
and soft and downy like so many tiny bits 
of feather. 

-That is the same kind of snow that is 
used in the snow scenes in Hollywood and 
which we all see in the movies. It is made 
of unbleached cornflakes. And when I 
asked this pleasant gentleman why the 
sparrows seemed so unusually interested in 
rolling and scratching in the snow, he said 
he throws grass seed into the snow and 
the sparrows rejoice and scratch for it and 
thus feed on the realities of Christmas. 

This Jewel Box cathedral of flowers 
changes with the motifs of the garden. The 
poinsettia Christmas card was preceded by 
masses of every conceivable variety and 
color ‘of chrysanthemums. In this Jewel 
Box famous paintings are reproduced in 
terms of living flowers. Some time ago, a 
lady from California requested that St. 
Michael’s gorgeous painting, “Mission,” de- 
stroyed in the San Francisco earthquake, 
be reproduced in flowers in this Jewel Box, 
and it was. 

Another piece which startled lovers of 
flowers and art with its beauty was Nut- 
ting’s “Blossom Time.” 

St. Louis is more than a city of baseball 
and beer. It is a city with a soul. It has 
the great St. Louis Symphony, the incom- 
parable outdoor Municipal Opera, Shaw’s 
Garden, magnificent Forest Park, its zo- 
ological gardens, its Municipal Auditorium 
and its cathedral of flowers, this Jewel Box, 
which reaches down into your very soul 
and makes you want to pray and sing in 
keeping with this Christmas card, “O Little 
Town of Bethlehem.” 


A Few Reflections on Cider

; INESAPS make the best cider. Say 
it firmly and you may spare yourself 
some of the ‘argument. Not all of it, but 
some. Better yet, set out a jug of Winesap 
that has been allowed to assert its charac- 
ter just the proper length of time, pour a 
brimming glass and hand it to your visitor. 
Then there will be no more argument be- 
tween you for perhaps an hour—time 
enough to bare the bottom of the jug. 

There are acceptable variations, of course. 
Blends, really. Ben Davis for body, Bald- 
win or McIntosh for an undertone, Delicious 
or Gilliflower for aroma, just a touch of 
Hyslop or Red Hibernian for tang, and 
Winesap for the dominating flavor—there’s 
a blend worth a second sampling. 

Some dilute the Winesap With Jonathan 
or Northern Spy or York Imperial, with 
satisfactory result; but without one of these 
four dominating the »whole, the mixture 
might as well be dosed with benzoate 
of soda and sent away to market, Need 
we add that the addition of the soda, “to 
make it keep,” is the ultimate insult to the 
apple? The result is a lifeless liquid marked 
only by a dishonest color and @ fiat- 
flavored rebuke to all tamperers. . 


Cider should be had fresh from the press, 
the press of a man who has due respect 
for nature. In such a state, it is the very 
essence of a peaceful autumn, a drink as 
mild and soothing as fresh milk. Savor it 
then; but let your indulgence be only a 
sampling. 

Set it aside and give it its own way for 
a time, until it begins to stir with life and 
individuality. Now note how it tingles the 
palate and frolics on the tongue. Watch 
it closely, and sample it day by day. The 
time will come, if you but wait and watch, 
when at the first sip you will know that 
here is moonlight and fire-glow, frosty sky 
and shimmering sun. 

Into the apple go the rains of April, 
the blossoms of May, the sunlight of June, 
July’s hot glow, the ripening of August, the 
maturity of September and October's vigor- 
ous tang. 

From such a combination, naturally, can 
come an infinite variety of liquid phe- 
nomena. If handled with due respect and 
proper reverence, this is one of the most de- 
lightful beverages native to the land. You

Born 
and prepared for college in the age which 
it attempts to recall, I saw those last three 
decades of the nineteenth century then, and 
for almost 30 years afterward, as a stage— 
indeed, a glorious stage in the progress of 
Europe and our Western civilization toward 
ever greater liberty, democracy, social] bet- 
terment and scientific control over nature, 

“T stil} see those decades thus, but I also 
now see them, even more clearly, as a fer- 
tile seed-time for the present and quite dif- 
ferent harvest of personal dictatorship, 50 
cial degradation and mechanized destruc- 
tion. It is, in my opinion, this dual chare 
acter of the age—at once a climax of en- 
lightenment and source of disillusionment— 
which gives it peculiar interest and preg- 
nant significance.”

Dr. Hayes’ span begins with the demonstra- 
tion 70 years ago, in the Franco-Prussian 
War, that material might, not “mere hero- 
ism of soul,” was decisive on the field of 
battle. It ends 30 years later in the cul- 
tural glow which shone so brightly that men 
failed to appreciate the true meaning of 
the Boxer affair, the “Yellow Peril,” the 
war the British made on the Boers, the 
ouster of Spain and conquest of the Philip- 
pines by a new world power known as the 
United States.

TOKYO CLAIMS 
CAPTURE OF WAKE 


IN NIGHT ATTACK 
Continued From Page One. 


with Wake Island had been sev- 
ered and that “the capture of the 
island is probable,” but that the 
Marines accounted for two enemy 
destroyers in the final fighting. 

At the same time, the Navy an- 
nounced that Palmyra Island and 
Johnston Island, both in mid-Pa- 
cific, had been shelled by enemy 
submarines with no casualties re- 
sulting. Damage at Palmyra was 
negligible, the Navy said, and 
there was no damage to material 
at Johnston. 


No new developments were re- 
ported in either the Atlantic or 
Far Eastern theaters and _ the 
Hawaian area was reported quiet. 

Announcement of the probable 
capture of Wake, 2320 miles west 
of Honolulu, came after its small 
marine garrison had been subject- 
ed to 13 air attacks and one previ- 
ous attack by sea during which the 
defenders’ aircraft destroyed one 
light cruiser and three destroyers. 

Here is the log of the defense 
of Wake as told in Navy Depart- 
ment communiques: 

Dec, 11—“The marine garrison 
on Wake Island has been subject- 
ed to four separate attacks in the 
last 48 hours by enemy aircraft 
and one by light naval units, De- 
spite the loss of part of the de- 
fending planes and the damage to 
material and personnel, the defend- 
ing garrison succeeded in sinking 
one light cruiser and one destroy- 
er of the enemy forces by air ac- 
tion. The resumption of the at- 
tack and a probable landing at- 
tempt is expected. The Marine 
garrison is continuing to resist. 
The above report is based on in- 
formation received up until noon, 
Dec, 11.” 

Dec. 12—‘“The resistance 
Wake and Midway continues.” 

Dec. 13—“Wake and Midway 
continue to resist.” 

Dec. 14—“There have been two 
additional bombing attacks on 
Wake Island. The first was light 
but the second was undertaken in 
great force. Two enemy bombers 
were shot down. Damage was in- 
consequential. The Marines on 
Wake Island continue to resist.” 

Dec. 15—“‘Midway and Wake 
islands continue to resist.” 

Dec. 16—“Wake Island has sus- 
tained two additional bombing at- 
tacks. The first occurred in. the 
afternoon and the second in the 
evening. Thee first attack was 
light, the second heavy. Wake and 
Midway are countering the. blows 
of the enemy.” 

Dec. 19—“There have been two 
additional air attacks by the 
enemy on Wake Island. The first 
occurred on the night’ of the sev- 
enteenth-eighteenth and was com- 
paratively light. The second was 
in greater force and occurred in 
the forenoon of the nineteenth. 
Wake Island continues to counter 
these blows.” 

Dec. 21—“Wake Island hag sus- 
tained two additional attacks by 
enemy aircraft,” : 

Dec. 23—“Wake Island sustained 
another strong air attack in the 
forenoon of the twenty-segond. 
Several enemy planes were shot 
down. An enemy force effected a 
landing on Wake the morning of 
the twenty-third.” 

Dec. 24—‘‘Radio communication 
with Wake has been severed and 
the capture of the island is prob- 
able. Two enemy destroyers were 
lost in the final landing opera- 
tions.” 

Lately there has,been no refer- 
ence in the communiques to Mid- 
way.

President, in a chalk-line striped 
gray suit, had his usual cigarette 
and holder. While the President 
spoke, Churchill listened attentive- 
ly and at one point suggested to 
the President that Canada be in- 
cluded among the British domin- 
ions in line of enemy fire. Most 
of the time, he sat hunched for- 
ward with his fingers interlocked 
across his stomach. 


Because of the many British and 
Canadian reporters attending the 
press conference for the first time, 
the President explained that the 
Prime Minister’s remarks could be 
reported only in the third person, 
that is, no direct quotations. The 
Prime Minister, he explained, was 
perfectly willing to answer oral 
questions because he, like Roose- 
velt, sought new experiences. 


Churchill Stands on Chair. 


There had been several minutes 
delay while the reporters jammed 
into the conference room, and the 
President said he had told the 
Prime Minister that this was be- 
cause identification was réquired 
to prevent wolves in sheep’s cloth- 
ing from getting into the room. 
The Prime Minister, he intimated, 
might find the American reporters 
wolves in comparison with the 
British lambs, 

The usual informal atmosphere 
prevailed when Churchill acknowl- 
edged the introduction by rising. 

“We can’t see you,” several re- 
porters in the back rows shouted. 
Churchill obliged them by standing 
on his chair for a few seconds, 
while the reporters applauded. The 
questioning began immediately. 

“What about Singapore?” was 
the first. 

Churchill replied that the Brit- 
ish were going to do their ut- 
most at Singapore and its ap- 
proaches until the situation be- 
came so favorable that a general 

ffense in the Pacific could be 
started. 

“Is not Singapore the key to 
the whole situation?” a front row 
reporter asked. 

The Prime Minister quickly re- 
plied that while Singapore was 
highly important geographically 
and strategically, the real key was 
the resolute manner in which the 
British and Americans were 
throwing themselves into the con- 
flict. 

There were several questions on 
the possible collapse of Germany. 
The Prime Minister lightly coun- 
tered that the democracies might 
get such a windfall but were not 
counting on it. He recalled that 
such a collapse did come in the 
last war, when the democracies 
found they had run out of Huns, 
but he pointed out later the Allies 
were not banking on an internal 
collapse but must have an ex- 
ternal knockout, 

Well and -Poorly-Managed Wars. 

“When will we lick them?” was 


another question shouted from the 


back row. . 

Quick as a flash, the Britisher 
retorted that if the campaign was 
well-managed it would take half 
as long as it would if badly man- 
aged. 

Pressed for a definite answer 
on how long it would take “badly 
managed,” he replied that he 
could not answer because the Al- 
lies don’t mean to do it that way. 
He likewise declined to reply how 
long a well-managed campaign 
would take. Here he followed the 
Roosevelt technique—he listened 
to the question, indicated that he 
understood it, and did not reply. 

“Do you a favor a war confer- 
ence among yourself, President 
Roosevelt, Gen. Chiang Kai-shek 
and Stalin?” 

In principle, the Prime Minister 
replied with a chuckle that brought 
prolonged laughter from the re- 
porters. 

He scotched the idea that from 
the White House conferences m 
come a supreme commander of the 
Allied war effort. Such an ap- 
pointment, he said, would be a very 
difficult thing to arrange because 
the most that could be done here 
was a broad blocking out, with the 
execution on the general strategy 
by the high military. 

This, war, he continued, {s literal- 
ly world wide and no man ever 
born, not even Napoleon, who knew 
nothing of air power, could be a 
world commander-in-chief. 

Asked whether there would be 
an “allied supply command,” the 
Prime Minister replied that there 
was close liaison between the Brit- 
ish and the United States, and that 
Lord Beaverbrook, with his large 


accord with American officials. The 
allocations, he added, would be 
made to fit the emergencies wher- 
ever they arose. 

The rule, he asserted, is how 
much help can be given others; the 
rivalry should be in mutual help- 
fulness. 

German Materials Ample. 

The Germans, he said, still have 
ample materials; they accumulated 
a lot, 4heir factories are running

much. But quality, he added, is 
another thing; as the democracies 
go on improving materials, the 
Germans may not be able to keep 


‘up with them. 


Oil was the only specific mate- 


ing in Germany. There are others, 
he safd with a smile, but the prob- 
lem is chiefly technical. Like the 
President, when in a similar situ- 
ation, he indicated that he did not 
care for further questioning along 
this line. 


The Prime Minister saw no long- 
range problem in the allocation 
of American supplies to the Middle 
East. He had a feeling, he said, 
that the production of munitions 
in the United States would dévelop 
on so great a scale that it would 
not be neeessary to choose whether 
material: should go to this or that 
place, but rather the question 
would be how to get it to all the- 
aters of war. 

Churchill, whose mother is an 
American, was asked whether he 
regarded this country’s entrance 
into the war as one of the cli- 
maxes of history... With almost a 
Southern drawl, he replied that h 
sho’ did. 


On Russian Victories. 


The recent Russian victories 
evoked the highest praise from the 
Britisher. Asked if he thought 
there might not be some trickery 
in the German retreat, he cau- 
tiously pointed out that the Ger- 
mans had received a heavy rebuff 
at Moscow, which they thought 
they could take in’ a short time, 
and that they were now joggling 
back with enormous losses, to win- 
ter quarters where they would not 
be comfortable, 


The Russians, under Stalin, he 
continued, have rendered an im- 
mense service to the Allied cause. 
His voice grave with sincerity, he 
said that he found it, hard to de- 
scribe his own feelings of relief 
in recent weeks at finding the 
Russians victorious on one front, 
and the United States standing be- 
side Britain all over the world. 


For any one who lived through 
the incredibly lonely months of 
1940, he continued, there is much 
in today’s picture for which to 
thank God. 


He did not know the direction 
of the next German attack, wheth- 
er it would be in the Mediterra- 
nean or on England itself. He 
joked that he would like to know 
the answer to this question himself 
because the attack would surely 
come, 


The present White House confer- 
ences,: he said, while the President 
nodded approval, are concentrated 
on the present emergency and are 
not primarily concerned with eco- 
nomic and diplomatic questions 
which will arise after the war. 


There are limits to physical en- 
durance and just so many hours 
in a day, he said, and only after 
victory has been won can democra- 
cies be drawn into those compli- 
cated and not at all attractive 
jungles of postwar problems for 
the betterment of the common peo- 
ple of all lands. 


Grants a Last Question. 


The conference was closed by 
the usual “Thank you, Mr. Presi- 
dent,” but Churchill noticed that 
a woman reporter had not been 
able to ask her question. It was: 


“Mr. Prime Minister, have you 
a Christmas message for 
American people?” 

With a chuckle, he replied that 
he had been told that he was to 
deliver such a message tonight 
and that he wouldn’t give himself 
away. 

The press conference yesterday 
was unprecedented because never 
before has a British Prime Min- 
ister answered the oral questions 
of reporters assembled at a reg- 
ular White House press confer- 
ence. Prime Minister Ramsay 
MacPonald held a press confer- 
ence in the old British Embassy 
during the Hoover administration, 
and Churchill, while on a lecture 
tour, several years ago, held a 
conference with a small group at 
the new Embassy. 

In London the Prime Minister 
does not meet regularly with the 
reporters. About twice a year he 
talks off-the-record to a small 
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ROOSEVELT APPOINTS | 
“MOVIE CO-ORDINATOR 


Lowell Mellett. to Represent 
Government—President 
Bars Censorship. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 24 (AP).— 
With a declaration that he wanted 
no censorship of motion pictures, 
President Roosevelt has appointed 
Lowell Mellett, director of the Of- 
fice of Government Reports, to the 
wartime post of Director of Gov- 
ernment Films. 

The appointment was announced 
yesterday by the motion picture in- 
dustry’s War Activities Committee. 
Committee Chairman George J. 
Schaefer disclosed last night that 
Committee Vice-Chairman Francis 
S. Harmon had been named to rep- 
resent the movie industry in deal- 
ing with the Government, 

The President, in his letter ap- 
pointing Mellett, instructed him to 
act as liaison officer between the 
Government and the producers and 
distributers of films, and establish 
a clearance office for all the Gov- 
ernment’s civilian films. 

“The American motion picture,” 
the President wrote, “is one of our 
most effective media in informing 
and entertaining our citizens. The 
motion picture must remain free 
in so far as national security will 
permit, 

“IT want no censorship of the mo- 
tion picture; I want no restrictions 
placed thereon which will impair 
the usefulness of the film other 
than those very necessary restric- 
tions which the dictates of safety 
make imperative.”

ordinarily the Foreign Office 
conferences were held three times 
, week, with the naval-office con- 
ferences once & week. As tension 
grew, the English language was 
gropped. For some time the Navy 
nterpreter was 4 Harvard Phi 
Beta Kappa Japanese Christian. 
(He is now with the imperial 
pousehold.) 

The Army long since gave up 
having regular conferences, having 
come to the conclusion that it was 
impossible to expect foreign cor- 
respondents—otber than those ac- 
credited to the Axis powers—to 
properly send out any “news” 
given them by Army spokesmen. 
The Army had three good press- 
relations men—Col. Saito, Col. Hir- 
goka and Col. Furujo, who com- 
mitted hara-kiri after he became 
publisher of a newspaper in Man- 
churia, Nevertheless, they could 
not give out detailed information, 
but relied on official handouts. 

The sinking of the Panay was the 
occasion for daily and almost 
hourly conferences with the For- 


WMaicn Office. I had been privately 
Mdvised by the late George R. 


Holmes of Washington that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt might radio-tele- 
phone direct to the Emperor. I 
asked one of the Foreign Office 
spokesmen, Viscount Motono, how 
such a call would be handled. He 
replied: 

“God cannot be disturbed.” 

I had been long enough in Japan 
to realize the significance of God- 
Emperor worship. I also realized 
ne headline significance of such 
" statement but knew it was not 
exactly what he wanted to say. 
Rather, it was a domestic interpre- 
tation of what he meant to say, 
not a statement that would be 
understood in Western dialect, 


Unprecedented Step. 


In further conversation I gath- 
ered that any call from the White 
House would bring near-panic to 
the imperial household in Tokyo. 
There was no precedent. It was 
easy to imagine the consternation 
that would ensue, not to mention 
the wave of resignations and face 
saving. Yet realizing the numerous 
unprecedented things that Roose- 
velt had already done, it was not 
beyond the realm of possibility 
that he might at least attempt to 
ak directly to the Emperor. 

Probably in such a case the im- 
perial family’s officials would have 
torn out the switthboard’s tele- 
phone wires and then disappeared 
for good, 

However, the spokesman stood 
on his interpretation, and conse- 
quently, with his approval, I 
cabled his four-word message. 


“God cannot be disturbed.” 

Several American correspond- 
ents were tempted to wire the 
White House to have Roosevelt 
Sut through his call. We were cu- 
rious to know just what would 
happen. But the Panay already 
had been sunk. Probably we would 
have been sunk in its wake had 
our American initiative had its 
way and been discovered by the 
Japanese Foreign Office. 

Foreign Office conferences with 
the press were a fairly recent in- 
novation in Japan, anyway. They 
started around 1925 under the late 
Marquis Komura, meeting in a lit- 
tle barrack-like building from time 
t time. Since Japan was not on 
the front page in those days, the 
meetings were more social than 
Political. They generally adjourned 
og to the nearby Tokyo Club 

r, 


The sessions were enlivened by 
the succession of Hiroshi Saito. 
Mito later became an outstanding 
snbassador to the United States 
tnd died at his post in Washing- 
ton in 1939. Saito was always a 
favorite of the newspapermen, 
first in Tokyo and later in Wash- 
ington. 

A veteran of the Japanese For- 
tign Office, Saito understood the 
ttitude of the rest of the world 
‘ward Japan. Gradually, while 
he was in Washington, he came to 
realize that he was not represent- 
ing the Japan that he had known 
& decade before.

was ‘so naive as to bring cheers 
and table rapping from the guests. 

Amau was so overcome at this 
refusal to take his speech to heart 
that one of his aids instructed the 
newspaper representatives present 
not to refer to it in any manner! 
Copies of it, however, had previous- 
ly been distributed to all the news 
representatives. Some had been 
released by correspondents and, 
as was ted, brought unfa- 
vorable al response from 
abroad, 


It was such attempts to channel 
all comment and interpretation of 
Japanese affairs, coupled with the 
reign of terror, that most irritated 
and troubled the foreign .corre- 
spondent. Many a time the For- 
eign Office spokesman would deny 
something that correspondents 
knew to be an established fact. 
Conditions for news gathering in 
Tokyo were ~uch worse than re- 
porting from European capitals. 

Naturally this prompted corre- 
spondents to go to extremes to 
seek out any informed parson who 
could give an intelligent reply or 
at least an explanation that would 
not insult the intelligence. For a 
long time we were aware that cen- 
sorship was operating in the tele- 
graph office, although officially it 
was strongly cenie« The telegraph 
office would insist, “There is no 
censorship. Consequently there is 
no need to investigate your charge 
that words were eliminated from 
your cable.” 

Once in answer to a strong pro- 
test I had made about the heavy 
censorship of some important cable 
I was naively informed that un- 
doubtedly the words had dropped 
off the wire in transmission across 
the Pacific! 


Public ‘Secrets.’ : 

A few years ago, Linton Wells 
came through Japan from Moscow 
by way of Manchuria. In Tokyo 
I took him to several Japanese 
leaders for interviews, and natur- 
ally we attended sessions of the 
Foreign Office press conference. 
One day, reminiscent of school 
days, we were asked to remain 
after class. 

The spokesman intimated the 
displeasure of Japanese authorities 
that Wells had written an article 
containing military secrets per- 
taining to Manchuria’s railway 
system. He had reported the ad- 
ditional mileage of new tracks 
laid and had given the names of 
several new stations. 


I could see that Wells had 
something in store for the For- 
eign Office spokesman. When the 
complaint ended he produced two 
time tables, one old, one new. 
Wells then explained that by com- 
paring them he had been able to 
learn the additional mileage and 
the names of the new stations. 
After all, the Japanese-controlled 
Manchurian railway had published 
these time tables in English for 
the use of foreign tourists. 


Subsequently on my next trip to 
Manchuria I discovered that all 
time tables in English had been 
done away with, and when I re- 
turned to Tokyo I found that all 
street maps of Tokyo had also 
been withdrawn. 

Prior to Japan’s Axis ambitions, 
which are almost entirely of mili- 
tary inspiration, Foreign Office 
officials were busy sending Jap- 
anese delegations as well as some 
sympathetic foreigners abroad to 
justify Japan’s actions in Asia. 


Regular attached newspaper- 
men and correspondents were be- 
ing accused of misrepresenting 
Japanese actions and motives. 

One of Japan’s. foreign employes 
was Henry Kinney, adviser to the 
president of the South Manchur- 
ian Railway. He arrived in Japan 
from Hawaii, where he had been 
superintendent of schools. He be- 
came a colorful figure in the for- 
eign and Japanese community and 
did as good a job as any Ameri- 
can could have done under the 
circumstances in interpreting the 
complexities of Japanese methods 
and motives to the press. 

At the height of the League of 
Nations condemnation of Japan’s 
actions in Manchuria, Kinney was 
sent to Geneva. His theme was to 
show how Manchuria was to be 
pacified and benefited under Jap- 
anese influence. 

En route to Geneva, before the 
train had left the Manchurian bor- 
der, Kinney was kidnaped by ban- 
dits, from his own train, on his 
own railroad. Not only did they 
take his money, but his pants as 
well. Kinney and his fellow pas- 
sengers had to walk long miles 
into Harbin clad only in under- 
wear. 

Axis Clock Episode. 

The new order of things in Ja- 
pan-controlled Asia disregards 
Greenwich mean time. As the 
Japanese,Army moves westward 
on the continent of Asia they 
make everyone reset their clocks 
in accordance with Tokyo time. 
In consequence, in Peking at 9

o’clock winter breakfast may be 
in the light of a full moon. 

This change of time was an- 
nounced to the Chinese as “friend- 
ship time.” 

On completion of the new Yo- 
miuri newspaper building in Tokyo 
I had an electrical engineering 
firm draw up plans for a large 
clock, intended to be a good-will 
gesture to the publisher who had 
collaborated so closely with me in 
the past. The design was sent on 
to my home office in New York 
and was instantly approved. The 
clock, when completed, weighed 
three-quarters of a ton. It meas- 
ured six feet high, three feet thick, 
and had a double face, made to 
suspend from the corner of the 
building so it could be seen from 
all sides. 

Large thermometers showed cen- 
tigrade and Fahrenheit tempera- 
tures, illuminated by red and blue 
neon tubes. The three clock faces 
on the master dial showed Cor- 
responding time in Tokyo, New 
York and London. No such clock 
had been built or was in use in the 
Orient. We had both English and 
Japanese characters on the clock. 

A dinner party was arranged 
for the presentation of the clock. 
From the conversation in Japanese 
that immediately took place be- 
tween Shoriki, the publisher, and 
his staff, I gathered that some- 
thing was amiss. 

His managing editor told me in 
English that Shoriki preferred to 
have Berlin time and not London 
time, I said that could be done, 
but it would require drastic 
changes in its mechanism. I 
pointed out that there is an hour’s 
difference between time in London 
and Berlin. 


‘Friendship Time.’ 


But that, I was immediately in- 
formed, was of no importance. It 
was not necessary for the clock to 
go back to the factory for altera- 
tion. All that was needed was to 
paint over the word London with 
the word Berlin! 

I was told it would be known as 
Axis “friendship time.” 

Sometime later, on returning to 
Tokyo from a business trip, I 
couldn’t understand a large piece 
of paper pasted on both faces of 
the clock, blocking out the num- 
erals. 

My questions disclosed that elec- 
tric power in Tokyo had been con- 
siderably reduced in voltage to 
the point where none of the elec- 
tric clocks in the city would work. 

Even the newspaper’s newsreel 
theater suffered, as the sound 
tracks of the films were run off so 
slowly that words in many cases 
became incomprehensible, 

That lack of electric power 
would seem to indicate a strange 
shortcoming almost on the eve of 
war.

DEFENSE STAMPS CONVERTIBLE 
INTO TAX ANTICIPATION NOTES 


New Series of the Latter, Will Be 
Available Through Banks 
dan, 1. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP).— 
Defense savings stamps may be 
converted for use in payment of 
Federal income taxes, starting 
next Thursday. 

The Treasury announced today 
that beginning Jan. 1 it would per- 
mit the stamps to be turned in 
for the purchase of tax anticipa- 
tion notes, which range in price 
from $25 to $1,000,000. 

The stamps cannot be turned in 
directly for taxes, but anyone who 
doesn’t want to buy the tax notes 
may cash his stamps and use the 
money for taxes. 

Originally, the Treasury hoped 
that the public would use the 
stamps only to trade in for defense 
savings bonds. 

The Treasury also announced 
that a new series of tax notes, 
similar to those first placed on 
sale Aug. 1, will be available to the 
public through bankg on: Jan. 1.

CHEAP FUEL FOR NEEDY 
AT CO-OPERATIVE YARD 


Legal Supply at 20c a Bushel 
—Another to Be Opened 
Friday. 


A co-operative coal yard supply- 
ing smokeless fuel to the needy at 
20 cents for a bushel basket was 
opened today in the rear of St. 
Malachy’s School, 2914 Clark ave- 
nue, under the sponsorship of a 
group proposing to establish sev- 
eral such yards. Leaders in the 
undertaking are John G. Steinle, 
Superintendent of the City Infir- 
mary and the Rev. J. 8, McHattie, 
assistant pastor of St. Malachy’s 
Church, 


The fuel on sale at the opening 
was Carbonite, a type of coke 
made from Illinois coal. A bushel 
basket of this fuel weighs less than 
a like basket of coal. Many of the 
customers today were children who 
hauled the fuel away in toy wagons. 

Another yard will be opened Fri- 
day at St. Elizabeth’s Church, 
Beaumont avenue and Pine street. 
This and the one opened today 
will serve Negro residential dis- 
tricts. 

Steps have been taken by the 
sponsors of these distributing sta- 
tions to organize the Consumers’ 
Coal Co-operative which will oper- 
ate the coal yards on a non-profit 
but self-sustaining basis. The 
cash-and-carry price for smokeless 
coal at the yard opened today is 
less than half the usual price 
charged by basket peddlers for 
coal of the quality required under 
the smoke ordinance for use in 
stoves and hand-fired furnaces. 

A request from a resident of 
Glasgow, Scotland, for information 
on now St. Louis carried out its 
smoke elimination campaign was 
received yesterday by James L.

FOUR BRITISH MERCHANT SHIPS 
SUNK BY U-BOATS, NAZIS SAY 


Total of 23,500 Tons Claimed; War- 
ship Reported Sent Down Iden- 
tified as Unicorn. 

BERLIN, Dec. 24 (Official radio 
recorded by AP).—German subma- 
rines have sunk four British mer- 


chant ships including one big 
transport and totaling 23,500 tons, 
the high command announced to- 
day. 

It also identified the British air- 
craft carrier, reported Tuesday as 
having been sunk by a U-boat in 
the Atlantic, as the Unicorn. 

(The Unicorn is not an aircraft 
carrier but a 14,000-ton fleet air 
arm supply and repair ship laid 
down in 1939 and not previously 
reported in action. The British 
denied officially yesterday that any 
of their carriers had been attacked 
but said an auxiliary vessel had 
been torpedoed while “on air pro- 
tection duties with a convoy.”’) 

“The British warship which was 
sunk by a submarine under Com- 
mander Bigalk has been ascer- 
tained to be the aircraft carrier 
Unicorn,” the German communi- 
que said. “She is one of the latest 
ships of this kind, finished during 
the war and registered in British 
naval lists as a flying boat car- 


prier.” 


PHONE CALL BY STALIN 
‘INSPIRED’ RED CAVALRY 


TO THROW NAZIS BACK 


MOSCOW, Dec. 24 (AP). 


PERSONAL telephone call 
A from Premier Joseph Stalin 

inspired the Russian cav- 
alry to make the counterattack 
which hurled the Germans back 
south of Moscow, Maj. Gen. P. 
Belov wrote today in Pravda. 

The Nazis had broken 
through the Tula sector, passed 
Venev and reached the village 
of Piatnitsa, 110 miles southeast 
of Moscow, Belov wrote. 

A counterattack was ordered, 
supported by tank forces which 
were delayed in reaching the 
front. 

Then came the call from 
Stalin informing Belov’s forces 
that they were to be granted 
the title of First Cavalry Guard 
Corps for their successes in the 
Ukraine and on the Moscow 
front. 

Belov said his cavalry to a 
man took oath to drive the Ger- 
mans back to “Hitler’s dog- 
house” and sprang their fierce 
charge at once without waiting 
for the tanks.

MacLeish Says They Are to Be

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP). 
—The Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, the Magna Charta, the Gu- 
tenberg Bible and certain other 
documents of “extraordinary value” 
have been removed from exhibition 
cases in the gallery of the Library 
of Convrress to “places of greater 
security,” Librarian Archibald 
wacLessh said today. 

He said the value of the docu- 
ments “requires that, they be given 
the greatest possible protection 
against any danger, however re- 
mote.”

Reds Advancing on City 
200 Miles Below Moscow 


After Retaking Impor- 
tant Rail Center.

tant communications center 200 
miles below Moscow and midway 
between the capital and the key city 
of Kharkov in the Ukraine, in an 
offensive of steadily rising power. 
Red forces, said military . dis- 
patches, were pushing the Germans 
on to the west after occupying 
Odoev, some 60 miles north of Orel 
itself, and were threatening to cut 
off the rear Nazi columns. 

The Germans, it was estimated, 
left 1000 vehicles on the roads 
about Odoev when the remnants of

Tank Division fled to Orel. 

Guderian . himself, the highly 
publicized expert in tank warfare, 
was reported to have left the east- 
ern front for Germany amid a de- 
veloping crisis among the German 
high command. 

Soviet advices said he had left 
his chief aid to command his di- 
visions. 

On the front, where the story 
was again one of Russian suc- 
cesses, Soviet forces earlier had 
announced the recapture of the 
railway junction of Gorbachevo, 
150 miles south of Moscow, and 
driving on to Odoev. 

At the same time fresh successes 
were reported farther north, where 
Ruggian troops, seeking to re-estab- 
lish rail connections between Len- 
ingrad and Moscow, were said yes- 
terday to be driving the Germans 
back across the Volkhov River. 

Gorbachevo, 45 miles southwest 
of Tula, is on the railway linking 
Moscow with Kharkov, 

Izvestia’s Moscow front corre- 
spondent reported that Soviet 
troops had recaptured 94 populated 
places on the southern sector of the 
Moscow front in the past two days. 

Izvestia said the Russians enter- 
ing Gorbachevo seized two train- 
loads of ammunition ¢nd military 
equipment and captured a fuel de- 
pot. 

The high water mark of the Ger- 
man advance in the Gorbachevo 
sector was well east of the Moscow- 
Kharkov Railway. 

The morning Soviet communique 
said that one Russian unit on the 
western front had killed 1650 Ger- 
mans in two days. Another unit, 
capturing several villages, reported 
killing 800 more German soldiers. 

Latest gains in material included 
70 carts, 36 guns, 330 trucks and 
12 tanks. 

Reports from the Leningrad 
front that the Russians had crossed 
the Volkhov River at some points 
indicated the right wing of the Ger- 
man forces which for months have 
been holding the Soviet Union’s 
second city in a grip of steel had 
been driven back at least 50 miles. 
The river, southeast of Leningrad, 
links Lake Ilmen with Lake La- 
doga. 

At the extreme southern end of 
the long battlefront, heavy fighting 
on the Crimean Peninsula was re- 
ported by the Moscow radio, with 
the Russians repelling repeated 
German attempts to break through 
to Sevastopol.

The same 16 states reported their 
take of this pile was $20,363,946.67, 
some $5,000,000 over what it was 
last year. 

As was expected, New York, 
with a total of $133,982,574 bet

all the rest for its second year 
under the mutuel system of educat- 
ing the suckers. This represented 
an average of over $750,000 daily 
for the season. 


However, every one of the 16 
states showed a big boost in total 
wagering, and al] but Michigan, de- 
spite an increase of $2,413,000 in 
petting, reported it did better in 
cutting up the proceeds. 

Michigan, still taking only its 
small piece in license fees and 
passing up the heavy gravy from a 
cut of the handle,’ collected only 
$173,925, although $12,353,851 was 
bet. This compared with $178,- 
250 State racing revenue last year, 
when only $9,940,083 was sent in

The 
opening spade bid and no trump 
response were, of course, correct, 
It is doubtful, however, that South 
should have rebid his spade suit, 
despite his singleton, since it was 


a king. And there is no doubt that — 


North's spade raise was a definite 
stretch, However, due to laxness 
of the defense (in this case, East's) 
the contract was brought home. 

West opened the ten of hearts. 
Dummy’s king won and now, to 
keep the defenders from learning 
of their mutual resources in other 
suits, declarer immediately led a 
low diamond toward his king. Hast 
woodenly followed “second hand 
low” and the blank king became 
a trick. After that it was all over. 
Declarer drew two rounds of 
trumps and quickly established the 
club suit, conceding, in all, one 
trump trick and two clubs. 

Many defenders are blind to the 
significance of intermediate cards 
and combinations. In this case 
East should have considered him- 
self fortunate in that he held’ not 
merely the diamond ace but the 
ten with it. This ten spot was the 
key to the proper play. East should 
have realized that declarer could 
not be “fooled” by failure to put 
up the diamond ace, because, with 
the ten in East’s hand and the 
jack in dummy, it was impossible 
that declarer could have a finessing 
position. If East had not had the 
diamond ten, then declarer might 
have had that card along with the 
king, and in that case would have 
to guess whether to put in the ten 
or the king. The fact that he could 
have the ten was proof that he 
would have to go up with the king. 
Hence,, East could gain nothing by 
ducking. True, he could not know 
that the ace would drop the blank 
king, but he could know that there 
was nothing to lose by the ace 
play. 

The defense must‘ always be 
guided by the visualization of 
what declarer would do if he had 
certain cards or card combinations. 
There is no sense in attempting 
to make declarer guess when the 
cards in sight make it obvious 
that he has only one line of play.

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Science Puts the Finger on Influenza Germ

F THE widely expected influ- 
| enza epidemic of the present 

war holds off a little longer, 
scientists may actually be ready 
for it. They have at last put the 
finger on the 'flu germ itself. With 
the aid of a giant centrifuge, the 
germ has been separated from a 
larger cell which for long had 
camouflaged it. 

This camouflage was so success- 
ful that until recently its existence 
was not even suspected. Because 
of it, scientists trying to protect 
people from influenza by vaccina- 
tion were making their vaccine 
from material containing only 
about one-tenth as much influenza 
virus as they thought they were 
using. 

The camouflaging cells are prob- 
ably normal components of the 
mouse lung tissue on which the 
‘flu germs were grown in the la- 
boratory. They were themselves ex- 
tremely small—too small to be 
seen with powerful microscopes or- 
dinarily used, and small enough to 
pass through the pores of fine- 
grained porcelain filters. But the 
‘flu germ, or the particles that 
make up the influenza virus, are 
still smaller. 

Their size could not be esti- 
mated until recently. Now, with 
the aid of the electron microscope, 
scientists are able to see what they 
look like and measure them. They 
are among the smallest of disease- 
causing agents. Placed side by 
side enough of these spherical par- 
ticles to give influenza to about 
500 mice would stretch across the 
period at the end of this sentence, 

Stripping the unsuspected cam- 
ouflage from the influenza virus 
particles was done by growing the 
virus on developing hen’s eggs in- 
stead of on a preparation of mouse 
lung tissue. The extra-embryonic 
fluids from the infected eggs was 
put into a centrifuge like a cream 
separator, only much more power- 
ful. This centrifuge subjected the 
fluids to a pull of 90,00 times that 
of gravity. After a few hours of 
this, the influenza virus particles 
were all pulled out of the fluid 
and forced to settle to the bottom 
in a sediment. 

From this material scientists 
have made a new vaccine. They 
hope it will be powerful enough 
to protect you from influenza the 
way you can now be protected 
from smallpox by vaccination. 

This new influenza vaccination 
is now being tried on several hun- 
dred volunteers. It will be some 


‘virus. 


time before its ability, if any, to 
confer resistance to influenza is 
known. 

Vaccination against influenza 
was hopefully tried during last 
winter’s epidemic, using the virus 
which scientists previously be- 
lieved was the true influenza 
Among several thousand 
people so vaccinated, - influenza 
was 50 per cent less than among 
the unvaccinated population of the 
same institutions. The best this 
or any then conceivable vaccina- 
tion could do, it seemed, was to 
raise the ‘flu-fighting antibodies in 
the blood of susceptible persons to 
the normal level. The level of 
these antibodies in your blood is 
related to the degree of resistance 
you have to the disease, but even 
a person with a high antibody 
level sometimes gets influenza. 

The newest material for influ- 
enza vaccination will, it is hoped, 
step up your resistance to the dis- 
ease above the present normal. 
First inkling of what it can do 
will come when the vaccinated vol- 
unteers have their antibody level 
read.

CIENTISTS, however, now have 
more than one string to their 
bow for fighting influenza. The 

same scientists at the University of 
Pennsylvania, Dr, Leslie A. Cham- 
bers and Dr. Werner Henle, who 
have shown the world with the 
electron microscope what the ‘flu 
germ really is, have also started 
analyzing it to find what it is 
made of. So far, they find it con- 
sists largely, if not entirely, of 
nucleoprotein. This is a general 
mame for a class of chemicals 
found in the nucleus of cells. 

They_are complex substances, 
combinations of nucleic acid with 
simple proteins. Chemists have 
been trying to produce a drug 
that will cure influenza as the 
sulfa drugs cure certain other 
germ diseases. So far they have 
been unsuccessful, but they may 
now. have a better chance. They 
may, for example, be able to find 
a chemical which will split off the 
part of the influenza nucleoprotein 
that makes you sick. Or they 
may find a chemical that will 
change the way the ‘flu nucleo- 
protein is put together so that it 
loses its ability to cause sickness. 
Such a chemical could perhaps be 
used like a drug to treat influenza 
patients and speed them to recov- 
ery. 

Human noses may provide still 
another line of attack on influenza. 
The nose is equipped with a mech- 
anism for defense against foreign

invaders, whether they be disease- 
causing germs or bits of dust. Be- 


sides this general defense mechan- 


ism, the human nose sems to have 
a special anti-influenza defense. 
Secretions from the nose can in- 
activate the influenza virus, Dr. 
Thomas Francis Jr., of New York 
University College .of Medicine, 
discovered about a year ago. This 
ability develops or is sharply in- 
creased after an attack of in- 
fluenza, he finds. 

Ability of nasal secretions to 
stop the influenza virus is due, 
Dr. Francis thinks, to the pres- 
ence of anti-influenza antibodies 
like those found in the blood. 
Further study along this line may 
add to the knowledge scientists 
need for conquering influenza. 

Scientists have come a long 
way in their fight against the ‘flu 
germ since this invisible agent of 
death swept around the world 
toward the close of the first World 
War. No one then knew really 
what the ‘flu germ was. A tiny 


rod-shaped germ found in nose 
and throat washings and blood 
from influenza patients was sus- 
pected of being the actual culprit 
and even got a name, Haemo- 
philus influenzae. That turned 
out to be a false lead. 


discouraging fight came when 
Dr. C. H. Andrewes, Dr. P. P. 
Laidlaw and Dr. Wilson Smith in 
England trapped what seemed to 
be the influenza germ itself, a virus 
s0 small they could not see it under 
their microscopes but could use 
it to produce influenza in ferrets. 
This, in turn, led to the acci- 
dental discovery, by Dr. F. H. 
Horsfall Jr., and Dr. E. H. Len- 
nette, of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, that ferrets which had re- 
covered from attacks of the dog 
disease, distemper, were immune 
to influenza. From this came the 
development of the influenza and 
distemper viruses into material 
for vaccinating people against in-

fluenza, with some, but not all the 
success hoped for. 

Diseovery of the sulfa drugs 
was another break in the fight 
against influenza, because, while 
these drugs are ineffective in cases 
of ‘flu, they can cure the pneu- 
monia that so often followed in- 
fluenza and delivered the death 
blow to the victim.

ODAY Dr. Don Carlos Peete 
will be guest conductor of the 
columni—a part of his radio ad- 
dress on the ever-present subject, 
“The Home Medicine Cabinet.” 
“While a well-selected list of 
medical supplies ig not a luxury, 
but a necessity in the modern home, 


' your physician is concerned that 


your medicine cabinet does not 
contain remedies that are danger- 
ous for self-medication, either be- 
cause they are toxic or because 
they mask the picture of true ill- 
ness, 

“An example of the latter is giv- 
ing a strong cathartic like castor 
oil or Epsom salts to a member of 
the family for stomach ache. Stim- 
ulation of the intestines follows, 
with relief of pain, but only until 
a return of all symptoms with high 
fever, and finally the operating 
surgeon finds an inflamed appen- 
dix which hag ruptured, producing 
peritonitis, 

“The least toxic of our pain re- 
lievers is aspirin, so a supply is in 
order. 

“Only parents can know the 
anxiety that can come during the 
night when a child has the croup, 
For this condition, a very good 
drug to have on hand is syrup of 
ipecac; one-half to one full tea- 
spoon may be given to produce 
vomiting, thus freeing the bron- 
chial passages of the mucius that 
has a choking effect. This’ dosage 
may be repeated if necessary, to 
give complete relief until the phy- 
sician can be called, 


“A SMALL BOTTLE of tincture 
of benzoin compound may be kept 
in the home medicine chest to be 
used as an inhalant for colds and 
coughs. One-half teaspoonful in a 
pint of hot water is the proper pro- 
portion. 

“A teaspoonful of boric acid pow- 
der in ‘a pint of warm, distilled 
water makes a mild antiseptic so- 
lution for irrigating a draining ear, 
or to be used as an eye wash until 
it is possible to get expert advice. 
Every medicine chest should con- 
tain some rubbing alcohol for 
bathing and cleansing the skin, and 
it may be mixed with oil of winter- 
green as a liniment. 

“Now for, minor surgical supplies. 
It will be much easier to care for 
your child’s cuts and bruises if you 
don’t hurt him, so I recommend 5 
per cent mercurechrome. Tincture 
of merthiolate, metaphen and mer- 
cresin are all excellent antiseptics, 
but because of the alcoholic con- 
tent, do irritate an open wound. A 
tube of amertan or butesin picrate 
ointment will relieve the pain of 
burns until a physician can care 
for the injuries. 


“FOR DBESSING WOUNDS, 
only sterile dressing should be 
used, If such supplies are not avail- 
able, freshly laundered white cot- 
ton materials, ironed with a hot 
iron for sterilization, may be used. 
Of course, the old stand-by, adhe- 
sive tape, one inch wide, five yards 
long, will hold the bandages, or 
may be used for immobilizing a 
spraine 

“Finally, every home should have 
a hot-water bottle and an ice bag 
and some means to give an enema. 
The electric heating pad is very 
useful when its use can be super- 
vised. There is a risk in its use for 
children, elderly patients and the 
extremely ill, since there is danger 
of burning.”
